In the sens* in .‘iiicfa you use the word, there te no varract for 
saying I bellere "piiiltlea'' pleyed e "rale In the lavestie&tlos of the 
essaaslnatlAn’’ . I do not now and narer did beileTe tble was a BepubXieaa 
or 8 "amocrat Better, nor can I reosll ever heTing said eaytbing that could 
be tortured Into eug 'esting this. HoweTfr, in the eelectlon and eppcintsMmt 
of the mambere of 'file Coocaission, there vac e political genius. I bare worked 
for several brenchea of the goTernaent and lired cleee to it for 35 years. I 
recall no single instance in which any etolnietration ever sppcintad a H»jorlty 
of five of seven maabers of any body from the sonority party. One of the thlnge 
this echlered is cbTioaat the present Kepublioen administration is that of 
the oTarwheliiiing majority of the members of the ^'erren CosBjisslon.

His tranagreseione will become yourfc Y© the degree I oan, I will 
see tr this, for it is my obligation as a eitlnen. 

Eech one of you in authority is the eaptiwa of him upon whom you 
depend for -nowledge and adwloe. Beeh of you, as you undoubtedly bclirre you 
may properly, takas on faith whet is giran him, whet he is told. If I aek» 
ko^edge there Is too much I do not know, I aleo iaslet ^ know of no eaee in 
which enyome In authority ever eougdit competent, oat aide knowledge and adwloe. 

I csn.iot coneaiwe of this hawing hsppaned without ay knowledge, for there are 
Wary fewp indeed, from whom aocb coonseX could be aou^t. Whether yoU be 11 ewe 
me or not, it eanr.ot be done without my knowledge. Sot honestly. But what 
happens if you ere, for wheteyer purpose, with whatewer motlTe or lack of 
motiws, misinformed^ Do you expect those who may hewe bean responsible for 
the error of the peat to loudly proclaim that todcyl’ And on such a subjeotf 

Tou see, x hewe rsewer beliewri there wee the monster conspiracy my 
opposition sllegee inside the gowemmsnt. I hewe always thou^t and still 
think much If not most of this can be awp'slned by the norasl working* of 
bureaucracy, end I hswe often said this, whether or not it is in the material 
ewatlsble to you. However, the more time paeses, the leas credible this will 
become. In the future, these errors will not be susaoptlbie of such explenetioa.
